Washington, December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.})—William Howard Taft will be a 
Peendidate for the presidency before 
he republican national convention of 


912 to succeed himself. 

‘The president has been giving his 
ttention to politics since he got the 
big judicial appointments off his 
‘nands, and during the congressional 
holiday interim has held a number of 
important political conferences. The 
most important trick he has turned 
has been in qealing with the situation 
in New York, and he has bagged the 
delegation from that state to the néxt 
national convention. These he will 
secure without a contest. 

Situation in the South. 

The action of the republican state 
executive committee in North Caro- 
lina in indorsing President Taft for 
the renomination, which they did on 
Wednesday, directs attention to the 
moves being made to secure the dele- 
gates from the south. 

In the North State H. B. Morehead 
and Marion Butler contro) one fac- 
tion and W. C. Duncan and Adams 
are the leaders of the other. Lately 
‘the tide of presidential favor has been 
running in favor of the Morehead- 
Butler contingent, Duncan having be- 
Le@eme peeved over his failure to se- 
cure support in his campaign for the 


In. Bouth Carolina an interesting 
situation is presented. John G. Ca- 
pers, formerly commissioner of internal 
revenue, is a leader of that faction 
composed of the lily whites. He re- 
' cently called a convention of the white 
republican party in South Carolina de- 
spite the remonstrance of the presi- 
dent, who did not want the lines 
drawn just at this time. Postmaster 
Géneral Hitchcock will engineer the 
black-and-tan party. From present 
indications there will be two state 
conventions and tw'o delegations 
chosen to the nationa] convention.

NAMED BY MAYOR 


Members Appointed to 


Serve Iwo Years. 


Under authority of the ordinance 
adopted by council at the jast meeting 
Mayor Maddox yesterday appointed 
the board of municipal research and 
statistics, as provided for in the ordi- 
nance. :

Poison § Tablets!”’ Shouted 


Man Charged With Wrecking 


Northern Bank and Allied 
Concerns, as He Collapsed 
on Leaving His Automobile. 


New York, December 30.—With head 
erect, shoulders squared, and eyes lev- 
elled at the battry of cameras train- 
ed on him, Joseph G. Robin, the in- 
dicted banker, stepped from his sis- 
ter’s home this morning to face ar- 
raignment, calm in the knowledge 
that he had swallowed a dose of hyos- 
cine, the subtle and deadly alkaloid with 
which Dr. Crippen killed his wife, 
Belle Elmore. He collapsed before 
he could be taken into court with the 
exclamation: “I'm a dead man; I’ve 
taken poison tablets.” 

The case was postponed in the great- 
est excitement, a stomach pump was 
hurriedly brought into play and the 
sick man was carried first to the 
prison hospital adjacent and later to 
‘Bellevue, where he lies tonight in the 
prison ward. Wo charge of attempted 
suicide is entered against him and it 
is thought he will recover, althougin 
the action of hyoscine is slow, and 
much will depend on his vitality. 

Drug Taken at Home of Sister. 

The time at which Robin took the 
drug is approximately fixed by the. tes- 
timony of Dr. Austin Flint, retained 
for Robin by William Travers Jerome, 
his counsel, Dr. Louise Robinovitch, 
his sister, and the two detectives from 
the district attorney’s office who rode 
with him from his sister's home to 
the criminal courte building. ~ Dr. Flint 
told the court that as nearly as he 
could judge from the symptoms, the 
poison had been in Robin’s system 


about three-quarters of an hour when 
The two detectives awwere

At Bellevue’ tonight, the exam- 
ining surgeons estimated that Robin 
had taken about one-tenth of a grain. 

Robin seemed in good health this 
morning—better than at any time 
“ince his troubles came upon him— 
and he made no effort to screen his 
face from the gameras as hitherto. 
The first sign of illness was when he 
Staggered on stepping from his au- 
tomobile to the criminal court build- 
ing. In the elevator he weakened so 
rapidly that the detectives had to lift 
him to a couch. 

Stomach Pump Brought Into Play. 

There he sank into unconsciousness, 
and was not revived until the stomach 
pump had been worked vigorously. Its 
prompt use undoubtedly saved his life. 

Outside, the corridors of the crim- 
inal courts building fairly hummed 
with excitement, but in the cogrt of 
general sessions itself, Judge Crain 
was transacting business as usual 
when W. T. Jerome stepped rapidly 
down the aisle. 

“Your honor,” he began hurriedly, 
“I am: here in the Robin case. It ap- 
pears that the defendant has taken a 
drug. He cannot be stimulated. An 
ambulance has been called and sur- 
geons are now pumping on his stom- 
ach. The circumstances are unavoid- 
able.”’ 

On information that the prisoner 
could not possibly be arraigned, the 
case was postponed until the.receipt 
of further advices as to Robin's con- 
dition.

Dr. William M. Mabon, for the 
state, and Dr. Austin Fliint for the 
counsel, examined him last night and 
found him physically able to appear 
in court today, but did not pass on 
his mental stete. 

In his affidavit submitted by his sis- 
ter when she applied for his commit- 
ment to an asylum, she swore that he 
attempted suicide last Saturday, and 
gave that as one of the evidences of 
his alleged insanity. 

There were no further developments 
today in connection. with either the

Moon and His Father-in-Law, 
J. T. Baswell, Were Working 
in Shop When Murray En- 
tered and Started the Fight, 
According to Story Told by 
Baswell---Murray Died at the 
Grady Hospital. 


George A. Murray, a musician of 265 
Chapel street, is dead; . Charlies M. 
Moon, of 75 Kennedy street, a cabinet- 
maker and a figure in ward politics, 
is seriously wounded, and his father- 
in-law, J. T. Baswell, a cabinet- 
maker, of 164 Hampton street, is held 
at. the police station, as the result of a. 
three-cornereg duel, in which Murray 
shot down mon and Baswell used his 
gun with fatal effect on Murray. 

The duel was caused by trouble be- 
tween Murray and Moon, dating back 
to the night of March 1, when Murray, 
returning to his home for some music 
he had left there, foun@ Moon talking 
to his wife and proceeded to give him 
a good beating. Since that time there 
has been no friendship lost between 
the two men.

MOON’S FATHER-IN-LAW 
DESCRIBES THE SHOOTING, 

The first authorized statement of the 
trouble was made Friday night by 
Baswell, father-in-law of Moon, who 
was one of the principals in the dif- 
ficulty, ang an eyewitness of the whole 
trouble. He tells his story in «a4 
Straightforward manner, and claims 
that Murray was the one who st&rted 
the fuss. 

“Moon and I were working together 
in the shop,” said Mr. Baswell in the 
police station, where he is being de- 
tained until an investigation is made, 
“and were standing very close togeth- 
er. We were both working at the same 
Machine, a joiner. He was bending 
over the machine, and I was next to 
him, and the pattern should be still 
there. Murray came up witheut warn- 
ing, and the first thing that we knew 
of his being there was when he poked 
his pistol in Moon’s face and hollered 
to him, ‘You ————, I've got you 
now!" He commenced firing, and I 
think, fired his whole round. Moon 
dropped at my feet, and I was hit in 
the arm by one of the bullets that 
Murray fired at Moon as he lay on the 
boor. 

“Murray hollered again, ‘I'll ‘kill 
every damn man in this shop! and I 
Started to get my gun, which was in 
my box on the other side of the ré om. 
I got it out, and Murray was cot ing 
toward me, and I fired at him. After 
I had fired the first time he kept com- 


ing and I fired again, and this time he 
dropped almost at my feet.

TWO MEN HAD FIGHT : 
OVER WIFE OF MURRAY 


On March 3, Mr: Murray and Mr. 
Moon were arraigned before Recorder 
Broyles as the result of a fight at the 
home of Murray, taking place on 
Tuesday night, March 1. 

Murray, who was a musician as well 
as a decorator, had an engagement to 
play at the Armory. Moon made a call 
at his home, and while he was there 
Murray returned, having fergotten 
some music. 

When he entered the house and 
found Moon present. a fight ensued, in 
the course of which Moon was giver 
a very artistic licking. 

Moon told the recorder that he had 
gone to the home for the purpose of 
talking over some business matters 
with Murray, and that he had barely 
reached the when husbana 
returned. Murray, however, not 
inclined to accept this view of the 
case, telling the recorder that Moon 
knew he would not be home. 

The trial was a sensational one. At 
one time when Moon was giving his 
testimony it was all that Murray could 
do to restrain his impulse to renew 
hostilities. This point came when 
Moon, after stating that he had asked 
for Murray, and had been told he was 
not there by Mrs. Murray, made the 
following statement: 

MOON CLAIMED MURRAY 
STRUCK WIFE IN FACE 

“About that time Mr. Murray walked 
in the front gate and she said: ‘There 
he comes now.’ When Mr. Murray 
entered the room she said ‘Mr. Moon 
is here to see you.’

In his statement to the court Mur- 
ray denounced Moon in the most bitter 
terms. Ip effect he said: “He (Moon) 
has made a rank misstatement. I beat 
him because I thought he was destroy- 
ing my hume, and my Only regret now 
is that I did not kill him. I Delieve 
that I would have killed him had it 
not been for the intervention of my 
wife and little child. 

“Not twenty-four hours before the 
occurrence I had explicitly told Mr. 
Moon that I would not be at home that 
night; that I would play at the armory 
ou Mitchell street from 8 till 11 o’clock, 
He knew that well. 


BEAT HIM FOR BEING THERE, 
MURRAY TOLD RECORDER 

“When I returned for the music I 
found the front door closed. I turned 
the latch, and in the dark room I saw 
my wife standing in the door leading 
into the back room, and this man 
standing inside the room, several feet 
from the door and leaning against the 
wall. He had no business in my home, 
and I beat him for being there.” 

Mrs. Murray was given-an opportu- 
nity to testify if she wanted to. Her 
only statements, however, were to the 
effect that she thought her husband 4 
little hasty, and that the front door 
was not shut. 

Judge Broyles held that Murray iad 
a right to beat a man found in his 
home, and dismissed the case against 
him, as well as the one against Moon. 
against whom there was no evidence,

Roosevelt obtained his transportation 
and supplies on his trips about the 
country while he was president.

They will ask for “decent 
coaches” on the Elberton Ajirline 
branch of the Southern, and on the 
Northeastern division of the Southern; 
for better equipment of Nos. 11 and 12 
on the Charlotte division; for the Cen- 
eval train No. 1 to stop at Hampton, 
and for Southern trains Nos. 29 and 
80 to stop at Douglasville.

SLAVS HIS WIFE 


Then Wm. Strickler Fires 
Bullet Into His Own | 
Temple. 


Baltimore, December 30.—As a cli- 
max to a series of bitter quarrels be- 
tween William C. Strickler and his 
wife, the former today shot and killed 
the latter and 
daughter, Eula Kite, at their home, 
2417 East Lafayette avenue, this city. 
Strickler, who was emploved as a fire- 
man at a power house then fired a 
bullet into his own temple. 

‘The Strickler family came from 
Shenandoah, Va. Mrs. Strickler and 
her daughter, Eula, were busy with 
household duties when Strickler re- 
turned home this afternoon.

INTERNATIONAL BOARD 
TO CONTROL RAILWAYS 


Operating Between Canada and 
nited States---Regulatory 
Authority Extended. 


Washington, December 30.—An _ in- 
ternational railway commission, with 
supervisory authority over the rail- 
roads operating between the United 
States and Canada, practically is as- 
sured. 

After many months of negotiations 
between the United States and Can- 
ada a conclusion was reached today 
which means in the course, probably, 
of a few months, regulatory authority 
will be extended ‘over railway opera- 
tions between the two countries. 

For several days Chairman Martin 
A. Knapp, of the interstate commerce 
commission, and Hon. J. P. Mabie, 
chief commissioner of the railway 
commission of Canada, have been in 
conference as the -representatives of 
their respective governments on the 
subject of the creation of an interna- 
tional railway commission. The com- 
missioners reached an agreement last 
Wednesday. Since that time they have 
been working out the details of the 
report.

Chairman Knapp and Judge 
Mabie called at the department of 
State and presented their joint re- 
port. As it is a diplomatic matter, 
the commissioners were directed by 
the state department not to make 
public, at present, the result of their 
negotiations.

That is substantially the ultimatum handed out to the counties 
now enjoying rural free delivery by Fourth Assistant Deere 
General DeGraw. 

As reported in a recent Washington dispatch in The Cdnstion- 
tion, Mr. DeGraw has served notice that the forthcoming year will 
witness a new stringency in the enforcement of the department's 
regulations regarding passability of highways and oe e rural free de- 
livery service. 

These regulations provide that unless roads ror bridges over 
rural free delivery routes are kept in year-round passable condi- 
tion, the department may abolish the service. 

They provide, further, that Unless these epiiditions have been 
complied with, the department will not consider the petition of a 
community for a new rural free delivery route. 

In brief, the establishment and continuance of rural free deliv- 
ery service depend upon two factors—sufficiency of patrons and 
patronage, and, good roads and bridges. 

The department reasons that it cannot be expected to demand 
that carriers negotiate, daily, 18 or 24-mile routes, unless the condi- 
tion of roads and bridges is ordinarily passable. 

Heretofore, there has been a tendency, out of consideration for 
the patrons of routes, to proceed leniently in the enforcement of 
this regulation. 

The recent mandate of Postmaster, General DeGraw, indicates: 
that the lines are now to be drawn more strictly than ever, and that 
from this time forward the price of rural free delivery service will 
be decent roads and bridges. 

Fortunately for Georgia, it is likely this state is in better condi- 
tion to meet the new situation than any other of the southern states. 

The Constitution’s two successive good roads campaigns, and 
the co-operation of the press of. the entire state, have worked a 
transformation. in the highway facilities of Georgia. | 

The construction of north and south and east and west high- 
ways through the state, has stimulated the building of collateral 
roads radiating from these cardinal highways. 

To the right and left, counties are entering upon a scientific 
method of road-construction. Road engineers are being employed. 
In one instance alone, that of Troup county, the example of a. $200,- 
000 bond issue for road building purposes has started other counties 
at work to the same end. 

The announcement of General DeGraw points a warning to 
the communities that have been laggard in road and bridge mainten- 
ance. 

If they wish to enjoy the rural free delivery facilities that con- 
stitute the advance guard of development, they must do their part 


in providing good roads. 


INVASION BY AEROPLANE. 


With a margin of more than 4,000 feet to spare, Aviator Hoxsey 
has crdssed a mountain range in California with his aeroplane, and 
set army officers to speculating about a new phase of war—will 
the flying machine be the means of levelling mountain ranges in 
warfare, thus smoothing out another wrinkle that has complicated 


fighting in all ages? 

A lieutenant in the regular army who witnessed Hoxsey’s feat, 
prophesied that the time might come when 1,000 aeroplanes could 
transport 10,000 troops across the Alps, or other mountain ranges, 
in record time, and thus simplify the business of fighting. 

Such a day mist necessarily be very far in the future and 
the aeroplane must much more nearly approximate perfection and 
practicability than it does at present. For it must not be forgot- 
ten that already the Alps have been conquered by an aviator, but 
that he paid for his triumph with his life when his machine crashed 
to the ground just after the hardest part of the task had been ac- 


complished. 

It gives one a vivid mental image, of course, to prefigure that 
day when a cloud of aeroplanes shall descend upon a helpless city, 
or when bird-men soaring high in air shall ravage whole states with 
dynamite or other explosives. 

But such fancies are no more substantial than is the picturesque 
hope that the flying machine, by adding horror to war, will make 
future bloodshed on a large scale impossible. 

Neither supposition takes account of the basic principle that no 
sooner does an invention or a discovery that may make war an

That is substantially the ultimatum handed out to the counties 
now enjoying rural free delivery by Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General DeGraw. 

As foe in a recent Washington dispatch in The Constitu- 
tion, Mr. DeGraw has served notice that the forthcoming year will 
witness a new stringency in the enforcement of the department’s 
regulations regarding passability of highways and the rural free de- 
livery service. | * 

These regulations provide that unless roads and bridges over 
rural free delivery routes are kept in year-round passable condi- 
tion, the department may abolish the service. 

They. provide, further, that ‘unless these conditions have been 
complied with, the department will not consider the petition of a 
community for a new rural free delivery route. 

In brief, the establishment and continuance of rural free deliv- 
ery service depend upon two factors—sufficiency of patrons and 
patronage, and, good roads and bridges. 

The department reasons that it cannot be expected to demand 
that carriers negotiate, daily, 18 or 24-mile routes, unless the condi- 
tion of roads and bridges is ordinarily passable. 

Heretofore, there has been a tendency, out of consideration for 
the patrons of routes, to proceed leniently in the enforcement of 
this regulation. 

The recent mandate of Postmaster. General DeGraw, indicates: 
that the lines are now to be drawn more strictly than ever, and that 
from this time forward the price of rural free delivery service will 
be decent roads and bridges. 

Fortunately for Georgia, it is likely this state is in better condi- 
tion to meet the new situation than any other of the southern states. 

The Constitution’s two successive good roads campaigns, and 
the co-operation of the press of. the entire state, have worked a 
transformation. in the highway facilities of Georgia. . 

The construction of north and south and east and west high- 
ways through the state, has stimulated the building of collateral 
roads radiating from these cardinal highways.

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DON’T FORGET JOWL AND PEAS 
FOR YOUR NEW YEAR'S DINNER 


In preparing for the New Year's din- 
ner be sure to buy a hog jow'! and 
field peas as the centra! dish, “for 
luck,” the market man will tell you. 

In view of the nearness of the New 
Year, many of the markets have 
stacked big tables high with country- 
cured jowls, and have placed great 
boxes of peas in a conspicuous place. 
“They are the things for a New Year 
dinner,” said the market man. The 
jowls sell for 17% cents a pound and 
the peas will cost the housewife just 
20 cents a quart. 

In the markets now there are just 
three classes of things-——the noisiest, 
the bloodiest ang the highest, and the 
two first are really but subdivisions of 
the third class. The geese ang ducks, 
chickens and turkeys constitute the 
nojsiest class, and the air around the 
produce markets is rent by their loud 
squawking and vain protests against 
a merciless tate upon the block. The 
bloodiest class includes the rabbits, 
the wild duck, the quail and similar 
game; and eggs, together with every- 
thing else, compose the “highest” 
class. 

Eggs, supposedly fresh, are selling 
for 45 cents a dozen, while the cold 
storage kind cost 35 Gents a dozen, 
without guarantee. Hens sell for 25 
cents a@ pound and frying-size chick- 
ens will cost the buyer from 60 to 75 
cents each. 

Turkeys are stil] priced at 25 cents 
@ pound when alive and 30 cents a 
pound when killed. Geese and ducks 
bring 25 cents a pound, except the 
wild fowl, whioh eell for $1 and $1.50 
each. Rabbits cost 30 
quail 30 cents apiece.

No Details Given Regarding 
Battle at Mal 
Paso.

Chihuahua, December 380.—(Via E) 
Paso, Texas, December 30)—An official 
report was received here today stating 
that Colonel Ecuodero, commanding a 
scouting force of the federals, en- 
countered a band of insurrectos in Mal 
Paso Wednesday and that after some 
fighting the insurrectog retreated. No 
details were given with regard to the 
killed or wounded. 

The dispatch was sent by General 
Luque to General Hernamdes, com- 
manding the Chihuahua military zone. 

‘General Luque said the pass was 
Cleared and it was he who asked for 
the repair train which left here yes- 
terday afternoon. This train did not 
enter the pass yesterday, but at the 
railroad office today it was stated the 
telegraph line probably would be re- 
Stored by Right, 

Yesterday belated information re- 
ported the pass open because a gaso- 
line car had made the trip through it 
without molestation or sight of the in- 
surrector. Luque’s report indicates 
that the insurrectos either disdained 
to molest the car, or preferred that 
the impression should go that the pass 
Was unoccupied. 

In the absence of details, officials 
believe it was only a small band of 
scouting imsurrectos which was en- 
countered. It is certain that Luque 
would not have ordered an unprotect- 
ed repair train into the pass unless 
he felt certain there was no longer 
opposition. Wild rumors, which have 
now been current for: five days, con- 
tinue to the effect that there has 
been serious fighting. While this may 
be true, there is no word of confirma- 
tion to that effect. 

At noon the telegraph line was 
working only as far west ag San An- 
tonio, where it was said soldiers were 
erecting the second station of the 
proposed wireless system. 

This guard is occupying the rude 
fortifications made of quartz, erected 
by the remnant of the Guzman com- 
mand, which was ambushed at Mal 
Paso two weeKs ago.

Boat Dispatched From New 
York With a Cargo for 
Bartering Purposes. 


New York, December 30.—Not since 
the days of African slave traffic has 
a ship ‘been dispatched from New 
York with a general cargo for barter- 
ing purposes with the natives of the 


dark continent until today. 

Sailing this morning, the Carl Woer- 
mann, of the Hamburg-American line, 
will steam for West African ports 
on the first of a series of voyages, 
in which American and German man- 
ufactured products will be exchanged 
for products of the coast tribes, 

More than 100 ports scattered along 
the west coast of Africa will be vis- 
ited by the “trinket ship.” Practically 
none of these ports has any regular 
medium of exchange. The freighter 
will put off knives, mirrors, beads, 
soap, paints, pipes, perumery and other 
articles from the heart of Broadway, 
receiving in return ivory, ebony, nuts, 
gums, ginger, palm kernels and oil. 

The skipper is familiar with the 
vanities of the tribe leaders. Sweat- 
ers and silk hats share a place in his 
cargo with phonographs and galvanic 
batteries guaranteed to tickle the 
most of the most solemn and dignified 
chiefs. The trip of the Woermann will 
take three months.

Gains were registered by @ 
majority of the better known issues, 
but other stocks were comparatively 
neglected. 

Bonds were again fairly active, but 
the largest part of the btsiness in 
these secyrities was transacted - by 
direct’ and private sales. There is 
reason to believe that Europe has 
purchased extensively of certain high- 
grade rajlroad bonds during the past 
fortnight. 

Trading on the exchange dwindled 
in the late sessions, but prices held 
fairly steady, though the closing was 
at general recessions from the top lev- 
el. RéBding lost some of its early 
gain, probably on disappointment fol- 
lowing the publication of November 
earnings, which were below expecta- 
tions, and the early advance in United 
States steel was wiped out. 

A rise in call money to 7 per cent, 
the highest rate since the first week 
of the year, amd a decline in foreign 
exchange to $4.8445, the lowest level 
since the panic of 1907, were rather 
more noteworthy than events in the 
stock market itself. The advance in 
call money was ascribed to calling of 
loans by local institutions to meet 
year-end requirements and the decline 
in exchange was a direct result of the 
advance in call loans. Naturally the 
turn in foreign exchange revived ru- 
mors of gold import engagements, but 
nothing materialized in that direction, 

According to forecasts, banks in the 
clearing house ought to gain from 
$2,500,000 to $3,000,000 this week, but 
conjecture as to the loan account is 
hazardous, in view of the many sub- 
surface conditions which beset the 
larger institutions at the end of the 
year. 

Northern Pacific directors today de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend 
on that stock, thereby setting at rest 
recent rumors affecting that property.

Chicago, December 30.—Wheat today 
made a mark \ @% above yesterday's 
close. Because of profit-taking, how- 
ever, and predictions of heavy worid 
shipments, the latest sales were at a 
net decline of 4 to %. Compared with 
last night, corn finisheg a sixteenth 
up to \% off, oats unchanged to % 
down and provisions a shade easier to 
10 added cost. 

The temporary gain in wheat grew 
largely from assertions that the gov- 
ernment had overestimated the spring 
crop of three northwestern states. A 
well-known expert figured. the . yield 
for .the district at 160,000,000 busheis, 
against 177,000,000 as sent out official- 
ly from Washington. Generous ship- 
ments: by Australia, India and the Ar- 
gmentine gave the market an easy start, 
but leading longs bought.openly and 
forced prices to a point at which many 
commission houses hag selling orders. 
Larger professional speculators who 


had observed this situation grabbed} 


profits and overloaded the market. 
Simultaneously word came that world 
shipments would probably reach i11,- 
000,000 bushels, whereas the total a 
year ago was 8,729,000. It was a 
rapid descent for quotations afterward, 
and the. close was easy at almost. the 
bottom for the day. Fluctuations in 
the May option were between 96% 
and 97% @97% $.with final transfers 
96%, a net loss of %. 

A private crop report that the whole 
amount of corn raised in the United 
States was 256,000,000 bushels below 
the government's’ figures afforded a 
shelter under which longs unloaded 
upon belated shorts. In consequence, 
the market during late dealings was 
easy, at a substantia] backset from an 
earlier bulge. May ranged from 48% 
to 48% @49 and at the eng of the day 
was 48% @48%, a net gain of a shade. 
Cash corn closed firm with No. 2 yel- 
low at 464% @46%. 

Oats followed other grain, but fn a 
dull, narrow fashion. May. kept in- 
Side 34@34% and 234%, finished % 
lower than last night at the first 
named level. 

Provisions advanced all around on 
purchases by January shorts, the re- 
sult of a rise in the hog merket. 
Packers and stock yards traders, 
though, sold on the swells. The out- 
come was to leave pork 7% to 10 
higher, larg unchanged to a shade 
lower and ribs within 2% on either 
side of the previous close.

“FOR FIFTEEN YEARS 


Wholesale Fraudsat New 
Orleans in Sampling 
of Sugar. 


Washington, Decémber 30.—“When 
the grand jury now in investigating 
the sampling of sugar at New Orleans 
finishes its work it will be found that 
the frauds agadnst the government 
there have been going on for at least 
fifteen years.” 

That statement was made today by 
an official of the customs service, who 
declared all the suspectéd frauds would 
be found in the sampling of sugar and 
in the polartseopic tests which deter- 
mine the gaacharine contents upon 
which the importer pays duty. 

An investigation of alleged “draw- 
back” frauds at San Francisco is also 
imminent. In fact, it is known that a 
preliminary investigation has furnish- 
ed evidence which leads treasury offi- 
cials to believe the frauds at San 
Francisco will eclipse those at New 
York, which the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company recently offered to set- 
tle for $700,000. 

Evidence céllected by the customs 
service is said to show that the gov- 
ernment has for years been paying 
drawbacks on Phillipine sugar which 
came into the United States duty free, 
was used in the preservation of Cali- 
fornia fruit, and later exported as 
sugar -imported from Java on which 
duty had been paid. 

One official of the treasury depart- 
ment said today: “The troubles of the 
sugar importers have only begun. The 
discoveries of the frauds have only 
started.” ‘

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 30.—Specula- 
tion has jagged and prices of cotton 
have accordingly drooped, especially as 
receipts at the ‘ports and interior 
towns have continued large. More- 
aver, the New York stock is rapidly 
increasing and at times there have 
been apprehensions of big notices on 
the 30th instant which it was feared 
might have a distinctly depressing ef- 
fect on prices. But although Craig 
and McFadden interests are under- 
stood to have issued notices in that 
day for about 100,000 bales, it appears 
they also’ stopped them. It is. said 
iurther that there was a good dea) of 
buying of January and selling on 
March at 30 points difference and of 
May at 50 points difference against 
these transactions. But a good many 
tired holders have sold out during the 
week owing to the dullness of the 
speculation and the failure of the mar- 
ket to advance as had been expected 
since the recent ginning reports and 
the bullish government crop estimate 
early in the month. Fall River's sales 
of goods have been light. Curtailment 
talk is growing louder in New Eng- 
land, if not elsewhere. ne 

Depression in the stock exchange at 
times has had some effect ang in .the 
forepart of the week rumors that the 
next ginning returns would be pretty 
large aiso had a tendency to under- 
mine confidence in an immediate ani 
permanent advance.

New Orleans Review. 


New Orleans, December 30.—This 
was a short week in the cotton market. 
Opening Tuesday, it closed Friday. 
Following the close Friday were triple 
holidays, and with this in sight, it wus 
natural that dealing should be restrict- 
ed. At no time was there much busi- 
ness doing around the ring and prices 
changes were not important. The 
range was 27 to 29 points on the more 
active months. The high prices were 
made on Tuesday, when the trading 
months were 5 points under last 
week's close and’ the low prices were 
reached on Wednesday. when they 
were 34 to 42 points under. The mar- 
ket closed for tne week at a net loss 
of 12 to 18 points. 

The heavy movement was one of the 
chief features of the week.
